The Delaware river, so named by the 


British, in honor of Lord Delawaie, is one 
of the loveliest rivers ol America, Its In- 
dian uame was "Lenape Wlhittuck;" mean- 
ing " the rapid stream of the Lenape." 


The Indians who inhabited tlie country 


jorderiiig on the Delaware, were called the 
Lennl Lenape," which In their langnage 


signified, " The Original People."

were tall, strong, nimble, with limbs well 
>roporlioncd. Their color was yellowish 
brown, faces broad, small black eyes, large 
ips, short and broad teeth, very while. 
Their language by many writers, was 
bought to resemble the Hebrew, and phy- 
ilcally, the Indians themselves thought 
bey were not unlike the children of Israel, 
but with the approach of the Pale Face, 
hey left, or werejliiveu from their posses- 
ions till not a trace of them now remains. 


With the departure of the " Lenapes"

"Tho Poncas owned the reservation' o 


which they had always resided as far bacl 
as any history goes, and it had been con 
firmed to them by three separate treaties c 
the United States. They were a peacoabl 
tribe, who bad never been at war with th. 
United States. 
Tbey were advanced II 


civilization, and had churches, schools, gooi 
bouses, and cultivated firms. 


"The Indian ring saw a chance to make 


two or three hundred thousand dollars by 
removing tho trite to the Indian Tenitory 


ud robbing them. 
They got an order 


from some authority at Washington I'm 
commissioners to go out there and induce 
the tribe to give up their lands and go to 
the Indian Tenitory, 
The Poncas abso 


lusely refused. 
Tbey said the reservation 


was their land; the government had coded 
it io them by treaties, and they hud ncvci 
violated tho treaties. Finally the rins pro- 
posed to take the ten chiefs to see the coun- 
try which it was proposed they should take 
They took the chiefs there, and when they 
saw tile sickness among the tribos that hail 
been moved there from Ibe North (they 
were all dying), they refused to bring theii 
tiibe tliere. 
Whereupon the commission- 


ers refused to give the chiefs passports or 
Interpreters so that they might return, but 
tuld them they could stay there and die il 
Lhey would not sign this paper: they could 
never get back, for they would be killed on 
they way, not being able to speak English, 
and being found oft' their reservation with- 
out passports. The chiefs replied that, it 
would be better that ten should die than 
that the whole tribe should sufl'urj they 
would stay there, but they would ncvei 
sign a paper to bring tUeir women and 
children down thcie to die uf malailal fo- 
vor. Then the chiefs undertook to foot il 
lome, a distance of one thousand two hun- 
dred miles. In a few days they were woiu 
>ut, their moccasins were cut to pieces, they 
md no food, they were afraid of the white 
lien, and were almost dying of starvation. 
?inally, they reached the Oloe agency in 
Nebraska, and were informed that an order 
lad been received from Washington to 
drive them oil'if they came iu there; to 
give them nothing, for they were bad and 
•fbellious. 
Bui Iho agent took pity on 


hem, and sent a telegram lo Washington 
irotesting against this treatment. 
The 


Jtoes gave them liorbes, and tbey went on 
back to their reservation. 
When they ar- 


rived there they found that these scoundrels 
lad told the Iribe that these chiefs had 
iigncd this treaty, and had the people ready 
o match. 


"Every scheme having failed, the next re- 


course of these fellows was to call on thu 
•overnment for troop?. 
All the Indian ling 


las to ilo when they want to rob a tribe 
and gut theii lands is lo send word lo Wash- 
ngtou that the tiibe n> rebellious ami ready 
o break out into war, and the tronpj are 
ent there under their command. In that 
ray the Indian ring uses the army as a 
orce to rob the Indians, against the con- 
inual protests of tlie aitny ollicers, who aie 
'bilged to ooey orders. JJnt at last they 
,ot them down to I lie Indian Territory by 
ulliury force. When they 
went down 


liere were seven hundred and 
fifteen of 


!iem. After they had been there Iwo yeais 
ver two hundred had di«!, and they are 
ying now.

0 the Omaha reservation on invitation of 
lat tribe. As soon as ho got there the 
jent sent a telegram lo Washington that 
ie runaway Poncas were there. 
A .squad 


[soldiers came to return them to tlie in- 
ian Territory, Standing Bear simply said 
the government ordered him to go back 
nd die he would have to go. But it would 
e better for his people if t!n;y weie all 
rdered out lo shot at once rather than 
lay where they were. 
They brought 


lauding Bear to Omaha, and when they 
01 there I sued out a writ of habeas corpu.i 
nd this proved to be the flrst time in the 
istory of this nation that an Indian was 
[lowed to come into court. Judge Dimity, 
'ter fully hearing the case, said he had been 
u Ibe bench seventeen vears and nothing 
ad ever before appealed lo his sympathy 
s this case had done, lie ordered the ab- 
olute discharge from military custody of 
lauding Lear and Ibose with him, about 
rirty in all. Now, then, it is thought that
